The 1942 annual meeting of the Society will be held as scheduled December 28, 29, 
and 30, in Columbus, Ohio. Hoeadquartors will be located in the Deschler-Wallick 
Hotel, where tho scientific sessions will also be hcld. Dr. N. Paul Eudson, Depart- 
Ment of Bacteriology, Ohio State University, Columbus, Ohio, is Chairman of the 
Program Committee. Dr. Hudson will be glad to receive your abstract blanks bofore 
October 31. Questions and suggestions concerning the scientific program should bo 
sent to Dr. Hudson. 
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Opinions of the Council were obtained and mich correspondence was carried on in 
order to determine whether the annual meeting should be held. A majority of the 
Council favors holding the meeting. The Division of Biology and Agriculture of the 
National Research Council has stated that "the exchange of ideas incident to such 
meetings is even more important in wartime than in peace, and that the cancellation of 
scientific meetings would retard rather than advance the war service of the socictics 
concerned". The Central War Committee on Biology of the National Rosearch Council de- 
cided that "whenever possible meetings of national societics should be held and that 
one session of such meetings be devoted to the discussion of war probloms". Tho 
building of a program this year will undoubtedly take a great deal of cffort on the 
part of the Program Committee, and we must do everything possible to help the various 
committees make the Columbus meeting a success.

BOOK REVIEWS 


ADVANCES Ill ENZYMOLOGY. Volume I. F. F. Nord and C. H. Werkman. Interscience 
Publishers, Inc., New York (1941) 43% pages. $5.50 

"According to the editors' preface this new review serial has been initiated for 
the purpose of aiding workers interested in enzymes, their behavior, and in related 
fields. The related fields are generously represented in the first volume. Of the 
ten articles included, those dealing primarily with microbiological subjects are: A 
physico-chemical approach to virus activity by Louise Holzapfel; and Bacterial photo- 
syntheses by C. B. VanNicl. Dr. VanNicl's review includes carly studies of photosyn- 
thetic bacteria, recent data, and their bearing on the general problem of photosyn- 
thesis. In addition, Frank and Gaffron, in a general roview on photosynthesis, devote 
several pages, of slightly repetitious material, to VanMNicl's theory of photosynthesis 
and some space to non-photosynthetic reduction of carbon dioxide, mostly by bacteria. 
Articles on the generation and utilization of phosphate bond energy by F. Lipmann, and 
on enzymes and trace substances by D. E. Green, aiso contain material on bacterial 
metabolism, but are of interest primarily because of their emphasis upon the mechan- 
ism of energy transformations and on the active groups of cnzymes. 

"More space is devoted to the devclopmont of the topics than is the case in most 
of the 'recent progress’ type of reviews. This renders them more useful to those who 
are not specialists in the fields. Those more specifically interested in the subjects 
will, however, find them both authoritative and up to date."——-I. C. Gunsalus 


AEROBIOLOGY, A SYMPOSIUM. Editod by F. R. Moulton, A.A.A.S. Science Press Printing 
Company, Lancaster, Pennsylvanian (1942) 289 pages. $4.00 

"This symposium, presented at the meeting of the A.A.A.S., at Chicago, September 
22~24, 1942, contains 37 papers by experts in tho various fields represented. There 
is a group of 8 papers on extramural aerobiology, followed by 29 papers on intramural 
aerobiology. The former are concerned with the distribution of all forms of life, 
plant and animal, that may be borno aloft by the air, and comprise discussions of 
methods of sampling, enumeration, and the scientific, medical, and economic signifi- 
cance of the data, which are 'of interest to botanists, zoologists, geneticists, 
agriculturalists, allergists, and the general public.' 

"The papers on intramural acrobiolosy are concerned with the transmission of in- 
fectious materials by air, from the moment and method of their expulsion from the 
respiratory tract, to their distribution and effects in hospitals, nurseries, schools, 
homes, etc. Methods for, and results of, ultraviolet irradiation of air and the use 
of mechanical barriers and germicidal mists for preventing the spread of infection 
are described in detail. 

"The symposium is well bound, printed, and editec, and beautifully illustrated 
and documented. The table of contents is useful because the pages of the constituent 
papers are numbered consecutively. 'In publishing this symposium the Association 
adds another distinguished volume to the series which it has been sponsoring during 
the past four years."--Martin Frobisher, Jr. 
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TEXTBOOK OF CLINICAL PARASITOLOGY. D. L. Belding. D. Appleton—Century Company, New 
York (1942) 888 pages. $8.50 

"This book is the outgrowth of a planographed 'Manual of Human Parasitology' 
which the author has supplied to medical students in years past. The author states 
this book differs from traditional texts on parasitology in the extensive use of 
tables and graphic representations that facilitate study, the presentation of the 
subject of immunity developed in parasitic diseases, and the inclusion of a section 
on technic. One may with justice find objection to the title since only a small part 
of the book deals with clinical aspects of parasitology, and the public health as- 
pects, symptons, methods of diagnosis and treatment, all clinical phases of the sub- 
jects are but briefly and superficially treated. Morpholozy of parasites forms the 
bulk of the material presented. 

"The discussion of the treatment of malaria, covering two pages, and amebiasis 
covering one, illustrates the lack of critical and even authoritative information on 
one important aspect of clinical parasitology. The claim that ‘graphic representa- 
tions that facilitate study and access to information’ are contained in the text, may 
be questioned if one attempts to follow the diagram of twelve species of trematodes 
on page 465. The title of the diagram referring to ‘important tromatodes of man', 
needs some explanation when Fasciola hepatica and Dicrocoelium dendriticum are in- 
cluded, since these parasites are extremely limited in their distribution in the 
world and man is infrequently infected. 

"The book represents on the whole a compilation of the work of others and no- 
where is there evidence that the author has at first hand had extensive experience 
with the discases about which he has written. The diagrams of life histories and 
geographical distribution of parasites are practically the only original illustra- 
tions used, all others are copied or modified from the publications of others; no 
reference to any previous publication by the author is contained in the extensive 
bibliography. 

"Diagramatic drawings surely have their place in didactic teaching, but the per- 
son who first sees a living or stained specimen of the larve of Mansonells ozzardi 
has a rude awakening coming if he has thought it was going to appear like its diagram 
on page 339. He is also in for a surprise if he attermts to control the treatment of 
amebic infection by complement fixation tests as indicated on page 96, or if he unéer- 
takes to make a malarial survey on the besis of anything he finds in the text, es- 
pecially the method of making thick smears as contained on page 780. It is unfortun- 
ate the figure of a cow is represented in the diagram of the life history of Echinoco- 
cus ganulosus, as a sheep or hog would have been the typical intermediary host. 

"This book covers the whole subject of animal parasitology and since the subject 
is vast, it is but natural that the whole field could not be adequately covered. The 
author has, therefore, had to choose for inclusion those items he concidered most 
worthy of presentation and, whether wisely or not, allotted 20 percent of the toxt to
